Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 19-24, 26-33 and 35-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art fairly teaches or suggest 1 .) A controlled diffusion step made by selecting 
adding times, exposure times and/or pressure lowering moments or 2.) The use of two 
separate diffusion times, which will make a complex multi gradient across the receptive 
grain. Further none of the prior art or knowledge available to one of ordinary sill at the 
time of invention provides any reasoning suggestion or motivation to carry out the 
instantly claimed invention, having a complex multi gradient profile of the grain.
